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New Conservation Program Is 


Explained By AAA Head

ARMERS have already begun 
F work on Alabama’s new and 
far-reaching conservation  pro- 
gram for 1941, And as they go 
about accomplishing the soil con- 
servation goals embodied in this 
program, the eyes of the Nation 
will be on them for Alabama’s 
program is different from that of 
other states. : 

Cooperating in assisting farm- 
ers with this plan are the Exten- 
sion Service, Soil Conservation 
Service, the Vocational Agricul- 
tural department, the AAA, and 
others. It is the number one 
conservation plan in Alabama in 
1941, ; 

It is based on a five-year unl- 
fied approach to accomplishing 
terracing, planting of cover and 
erosion-resisting crops, planting 
of perennial hay and soil conser- 
vation crops like kudzu and les- 
pedeza sericea, and the establish- 
ment of improved (seeded and 
fertilized) permanent pastures. 
Conservation plans to be made on 
each farm call for these four 
main measures to be accomplish- 
ed in the next five years: 

1. Constructing terraces on all 
cropland that needs terracing 
which is not in permanent vege- 
tative cover. 

2. Growing one acre of improv- 
ed pasture for each 15 acres of 
cropland. 

3. Growing one acre of peren- 
nial erosion control and hay crops 
for each 15 acres of cropland. 

4. Growing each year one- 
fourth of the cropland in soil- 
conserving and erosion resisting 
crops, such as summer legumes, 
small grain, or winter legumes. 

The farmer will carry out one- 
fifth of the first three five-year 
goals each year in order to earn 
his full payment for diverting 
acres from cotton, peanuts, or 
other special soil-depleting crops. 
He will need to plant one-fourth 
of his cropland in cover crops 
each year to fully participate mm 
the AAA special crop payments. 

Why do farmers need these 
four measures carried out on their 
farms? Let’s think for a few 
minutes about conditions on many 
farms and some of the needs of 
the people on these farms. We 
have in Alabama many fields that 
yield little. These fields are bare, 
thinly-covered, and ragged from 
the wear and tear of much uncon- 
trolled rain water. We also have 
many farm families who are thin- 
ly-clad, ragged, and uncomfort- 
able due to the low income they 
get for their work on the poor 
fields. | 

Much of the soil that we culti- 
vate year after year is hungry and 
tired from the work of many 
years in growing only those crops 
that sap the land of its plant food. 
On many of these same farms 
there are tired and hungry peo- 
ple who are not getting all that 
they need to keep them well fed, 
robust and happy. 

On many farms there is. not 


enough corn, nor hay, nor good 
pasture land, nor the other feed 
needed to grow the _ livestock 
which every farm family should 
have. As a consequence we have 
on many farms empty smoke- 
houses, few if any chickens, little 
or no milk and butter. These and 
such other essential foods as fresh 
meat, fruits, and vegtables are 
needed by the people who usually 
go underfed, because there is not 
enough cash to buy the things 
needed and because they are not 
grown on the farm. 

Everyone who helped plan the 
AAA program for Alabama this 
year had in mind the desire to 
help farmers overcome these 
handicaps and difficulties. How 
will these conservation measures 
assist each farmer in meeting 
these needs? 

If our lands are properly ter- 
raced, our good topsoil with its 
valuable plant food will not wash 
away. Wecan then hold our land 
in place and improve it. 

Pasture land that grows an 
abundance of good grass works 
well for us without a great deal 
of man-labor. This will help us 
to make better use of more acres 
and graw the livestock we need. 

Perennial crops like kudzu and 
sericea will grow good hay at lit- 
tle cost and provide an abundance 
of forage as well as improve the 
soil and keep it from washing 
away. 

Such cover crops as oats, vetch, 
Austrian winter peas, crotalaria, 
cowpeas, lespedeza, and crimson 
clover will either produce grazing 
or feed for the livestock, food for 
the family, improve the soll, or 
prevent erosion and thus help the 
farm family to have more of the 
things that everyone should have. 

The aim of agricultural conser- 
vation is human conservation. The 
land on our farms will take care 
of us if we will take care of it. 
That is what the Conservation 
Plan is all about. We must adopt 
a type of farming that will save 
and improve soil and will help 
farmers get more money and to 
improve the diets and homes of 
their families. Unless we do ag- 
riculture will never be sound and 
will never provide a decent liv- 
ing for all farmers. 
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of the farm has been used in soil 
and farm improvement, buying 
equipment and other things need- 
ed on the farm.” 

Among the practices carried 
out on this unit is a unique method 
of erosion control on bare spots 
so common to some of the Black 
Belt soils. When a bare spot oc- 
curs, hay and shocked corn are 
fed there ‘to the cows. Grass and 
clover seed are held in place 
by the residue and soon the spots 
become fertile and furnish as 
good grazing as other places in 
the pasture.

Here’s What Each Family 
Needs For A Good Diet 


EEDING a family is like run- 

ning a business. Now, as we 
begin 1941, is a good time to take 
stock of what is on hand—to look 
ahead and decide what is needed 
in the line of food and plan what 
can be produced. 

Food, of course, tops the list of 
most families’ needs. But it must 
be more than “just enough to 
eat.”’ The family’s food supply 
should represent an adequate diet 
that will promote abounding 
health and vitality, says Mildred 
Simon, nutrition specialist of the 
Alabama Extension Service. 

Jast numbers of American 
families do not have the cash to 
buy adequate diets. However, 
most farm families are fortunate 
in having the land to raise part 
of their own food supply—the 
part that costs so much to buy— 
the part that helps so much in 
making diets adequate. 

Most farm families have the 
space for a vegetable garden, a 
patch of berry bushes, perhaps 
even an orchard. If they’ve plan- 
ned their needs ahead, there will 
be a variety of fresh fruits and 
vegetables all during the summer 
and fall. By making a food bud- 
get and preserving the surplus 
there will be canned, stored, or 
frozen fruits and vegetables to 
last until the garden bears again. 

Farm families can usually find 
the time to care for a flock of 
chickens that will give them poul- 


try and eggs through most of the 


year. Many of them can keep 
cows to supply them with fresh 
milk and cream, and they can 
make butter and cheese at home. 
They can fatten pigs, and raise a 


calf and a lamb for a home-pro- 
duced meat supply. 


Miss Simon has prepared a food 
production plan for Alabama 
which can be obtained from the 
county home demonstration 
agent. This plan which is printed 
on cardboard can be hung on the 
wall as a ready reminder of the 
things needed. It tells what one 
person will need, how to provide 
for the average farm family, and 
the amounts needed to be consery- 
ed each year, Finally, a column is 
provided on the card for each 
family to figure out how much it 
will need during the year. 

Here’s Miss Simon’s plan to 
provide the needed food for the 
average farm family: 

Two dairy cows, one to freshen 
in the spring and the other in the 
fall. 

Flock of 25 to 50 pullets for 
eggs and meat supply. Hatch or 
buy 100 baby chicks each spring. 
Eat cockerels and cull pullets. 

One beef (800 pounds live- 
weight). 

Two hogs (200 pounds live- 
weight). 

One lamb (90 pounds). 

One home garden of one-fourth 
to one-half acre planted year- 
round, 

One orchard of one-fourth to 
one-half acre. 

Purchase 50 pounds of sugar 
per person per year. 

Under this plan milk, butte) 
eggs, meat, vegetables and fruit 
are provided. Lard can com 
from the hogs and preserves, jel 
ly and pickles can come from the 
garden and orchard. The entire 
plan is based on the family grow- 
ing as much of the food at home 
as possible. 
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Ben Mathis, Member Of Flying 
Cadet Class, Soon To Receive 
Wings And Commission In Texas 


Ben Mathis, son of Mr, and Mrs, 
Gordon Mathis, of Elba, will be 
one of the 17 Flying Cadets from 
Alabama who will soon be wear- 
ing Air Corps Wings. They are 
among the 835 future pilots of 
the army air arm who completed 
their basic flight training at Ran- 
dolph Field, Texas, the ‘West 
Point of the Air,” last Friday, 
February 7th, 

Ben was a student at the Uni- 
versity of Alabama Law School 
but last fall decided to heed the 
call for volunteers in the Air Corps 
and has been in training ever since, 


His many friends in Elba will be 
glad to learn of his fine progress 
and wish for him success in his 
course for the future, 

Ahead of these Cadets will be a 
final ten-week advanced flying 
course at Kelly Field. Then they 
will be commissioned as Second 
Lieutenants in the Air Corps and 
will be awarded the coveted pair 
of wings, emblem of military pilots. 

Uncle Sam now has more than 
10,000 trained airplane pilots, but 
an additional 12,000 officer-fliers 
are to be trained in the coming 
year, according to Air Corps plans,

Each of these pilots-to-be will be 
given the same course of instruc- 
tion that the present Randolph 
Field graduating class has re- 
ceived, 

They started their flight train- 
ing last September at one of 18 
primary flying schools in various 
sections of the country. During 
the ten-week course at these 
schools, Flying Cadets logged 65 
flying hours, about half of it solo. 
This training was in rugged pri- 
mary training planes, powered 
with 200 horsepower motors, 

Late in November the class re- 
ported to the ‘West Point of the 
Air’ for basic instruction in racy, 
low wing meonoplanes, powered 
with 450 ‘horses. 

They logged an addivional 70 
hours aloft while at Randolph 
Field, mastering such maneuvers 
as chandelles, loops, spins, snap

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rolls, They also got their first 
taste of night flying at the Texas 
airdrome, spending three hours on 
landings and take offs from the 
Carkened flying field. 

Ahead of them when they ar- 
rive at Kelly Field will be the 
final advanced training in naviga- 
fion, both day and night, advanc- 
ed instrument flying, and forma- 
tion flying. Then will come the 
golden bars of Second Lieutenants, 
wings, and duty with bombard- 
ment or pursuit squadrons along- 
side veteran Air Corps officers. 

During the Cadet phase of their 
career, the student pilots get $75 
a month in addition to food, uni- 
forms, etc. When commissioned 
their pay is increased to $205 per 
month. Recruiting offices through-

Elba; Will Cost $10,000 And Give 
Employment To Seventy -Five Boys 


Elba is to be given a definite 
place in the defense program pic- 
ture through the construction here 
of a workshop for young men by 
the National Youth Administra- 
tion, it was announced last Thurs- 
day by Dr, John §#. Bryan, of 
Birmingham, State youth admin- 
istrator, following final approval 
of the project from Washington. 
The announcement was made by 
Supt, A. C, Dunaway, who has 
been working on the project for 
several weeks, 

The workshop will include facil- 
ities for woodwork, sheet metal, 
automobile mechanic and perhaps 
many other trades, and will fur- 
nish employment for approximate- 
ly 75 young men between the ages 
of 17 and 25. 

Cost of the work center is es- 
timated at $10,000 and is being 
sponsored by the Coffee County 
Board of Education, the City of 
Elba, and Commissioners’ Court of 
Coffee, The co-sponsors are con- 
tributing approximately 25 per 
cent of cost in materials, ‘The 
larger sum, comprising equipment, 
supervision and labor, is being 
given by the National Youth Ad- 
ministration, 

The workshop will be located 
on the Elba Public School prop- 
erty to the rear of the Vocational 
building and superintendent’s home, 
In order to furnish ample space 
for the project, an addition to the 
vocational building is planned. 
he new structure will be about 
forty by one hundred feet, and 
work has already been started, It 
is estimated that about four or 
five months will be required to 
complete the workshop and get it 
in running condition,

GO TO CHURCH SUNDAY! 


The first year in this class is 
full of life and adventure for its 
members, The girls are taught 
simple rules which will help them 
become more attractive, This unit 
iS named “Personal Relationships” 
and in it the girls are taught how 
to arrange their hair more becom- 
ingly, how to care for their coim- 
plexion, how to choose colors 
which will look best on them, how 
to choose their clothes, how to 
have good posture, to make in- 
troductions properly, and they are 
fiven simple lessons in etiquette, 

The next unit is one on ‘The 
House”, which involves a study of 
how to buy the best furniture, how 
to refinish and upholster furni- 
ture, how to arrange pictures and 
furniture artistically, how to land- 
scape homes, and how to eliminate 
unsanitary conditions around the 
home, 

During the second semester the 
girls are taught how to use the 
sewing machine, Each part is 
studied and the principles of mak- 
ing a garment are taught, Girls 
are carefully taught to use a pat- 
tern, 

In the next unit the principles 
and methods of cooking are in- 
troduced by  perparing simple 
meals, such as a balanced break- 
fast. Girls learn what foods are 
needed for their bodies, 

In her second year a girl studies 
first a unit on Health. In this 
unit different diseases and their 
prevention are studied, She also 
studies how to care for the sick 
at home and many other prob- 
lems pertaining to personal, home, 
school, and community health, 

Next comes a unit in Art, War- 
monizing colors, sketching pic- 
tures of dresses, and artistic ar- 
rangement of lines and spaces are 
some of the things studied. 

Then they are taught to pian 
and prepare well balanced meals 
and how to serve food properly. 

Each girl in her second year 
class is required to make a school 
dress. A more careful and ac-

The study of Child Development 
deals mostly with the problems 
of pre-school age children, What 
are the aims of the children as 
they bring these problems to their 
parents? What method of discip- 
line should a mother use with a 
child? The disciplining of a child 
is the training of that child so 
that he will become a self-direct- 
ing person, Surely a study of 
these problems would be helpful 
to all mothers. While studying 
Child Development a play school 
is conducted. Here the girls may 
see how children react in certain 
situations. They have a chance 
to actually put into practice what 
they have been studying. 

Next, the third year girls study 
housing—the advantages and dis- 
advantages of renting or owning 
a home, Then they study and draw 
house plans which may be built 
on different incomes, The pat- 
terns of landscaping best suited 
for different houses are studied 
very carefully. 

The remainder of the year is 
devoted to sewing and cooking. 
Complete meals are prepared and 
served and more complicated gar- 
ments are made, 

Bach girl is given certain duties 
to perform daily. This teaches 
them a sense of responsibility. 

One of the most outstanding ac- 
tivities carried on outside the class 
room by Home Economics girls is 
their work in the F. H. A. Club. 
The main objective of this club 
is to teach leadership and coopera- 
tion, 

During the year each girl tries 
to put into practice at home some 
of the things she has learned in 
Home Economics and to learn 
some new things, These activities 
are known to her as projects, 

The many things studied in 
Home Economies are things that 
girls need to use every day of 
their lives. A thorough study of 
this course will help a girl to be 
better prepared to be a more suc- 
cessful homemaker, 


FARM FAMILIES MUST 
MAKE OWN MATTRESSES 

AUBURN, Ala.—Alabama farm 
families who receive free cotton, 
ticking and percale under the cot- 
ton mattress and comforter pro- 
gram, must make their own—they 
cannot get someone else to make 
the mattresses and comforters for 
them, announces A, W, Jones, Ala- 
bama AAA administrative officer. 

One of the primary purposes 
of the cotton mattress program 
is to teach farm families how to 
use cotton in making good mat- 
tresses for the home, and for this 
reason it is not intended that those 
farm families who receive the free 
material suould have anyone else 
do the work for them, states Mr, 
Jones. 

Families whose applications are 
approved receive 50 pounds of cot- 
ton and 10 yards of ticking for 
each mattress and 4 pounds of 
cotton and 10 yards of percale for 
euch comforter,

STATE OF ALABAMA act- 


LESSON TEXT—Luke 17:1-4, 11-19, 

GOLDEN TEXT—Be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ's sake 
hath forgiven you.—Ephesians 4:32, 


Did you ever hear of “vinegar 
saints’? They are the Christian folk 
who are ‘preserved’ (as Paul 
prayed in I Thess. 5:23), but are 
apparently pickled instead of sweet- 
ened. Every housewife knows that 
things may be preserved with sugar 
or with vinegar. 

God never intended it to be that 
way. All through His Word there are 
admonitions and encouragements to 
gracious and considerate living, Ev- 
ery Christian is under orders to 
“grow in grace’ as well as in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ 
(il Pet, 3:18). This lesson stresses 
two leading Christian graces, 

I. Forgiveness—Not Always Easy, 
but Always Possible (vv. 14). 

The Bible is ever realistic in its 
approach to life. God knows that 
Christians must live in just our kind 
of world; in fact, your kind of world, 
and makes provision for it. 

Offenses cannot be avoided. There 
will always be occasions for stum- 
bling. No matter how closely we 
may guard our children, they will 
face temptations. Let us prepare 
them to meet them with the power 
of Christ, and let us be so prepared 
ourselves, 

The fact that offenses must come 
does not excuse the one who creates 
the cause of stumbling. Someone is 
responsible for every such occasion 
for offense, and the woe of God is 
pronounced upon him. 

What shall I do about the one who 
thus tempts me and others? Just 
grieve over it and look the other 
way? No indeed. ‘‘Rebuke him,” 
says God's Word. Let us do it! If 
he does not repent, there is no oc- 
casion for forgiveness. To do so 
would only encourage him in his sin. 

If -e repents, or even says he 
repeuts, we are to forgive, not just 
once, but over and over again (v. 
4). That's not easy for any of us, 
but it is possible if we, like the dis- 
ciples (see v. 5), ask God to “‘in- 
crease our faith,’’ and use it as 
Jesus directs in verse 6. 

I. Gratitude—the Almost Forgot- 
ten Christian Grace (vv. 11-19). 

Nine men wonderfully healed of 
the dreadful disease of leprosy, and 
only one said, ‘‘Thank you,”’ to Je- 
sus, ‘‘and he was a Samaritan,” an 
outsider or stranger. One wonders 
whether in our own day of professed 
enlightenment and culture the aver- 
age of those who express their grat- 
itude would even reach one-tenth. 

“Gratitude is as scarce as friend- 
ship." Many there are who profess 
to be Christians who never offer 
praise to God for the provision of 
their daily food, let alone for all 
other temporal and spiritual] bless- 
ings. The kindness of friends is 
taken for granted. The thoughtful- 
ness of others is accepted without 
comment. 

Have you told your minister that 
you appreciate his sermons and his 
ministry in the community? Does 
your Sunday School teacher know 
that you have received help and 
blessing in the class? Does the edi- 
tor of this paper know that you en- 
joy and appreciate this column? If 
you do, why not encourage him by 
calling him on the telephone or writ- 
ing him a note to tell him so? 

Young people, have you ever said 
a real heart-felt ‘‘thank you"’ to your 
father or mother for all they have 
done for you? Perhaps some older 
sister or brother or school teacher 
or neighbor would be greatly heart- 
ened by such a word from you. 

Someone may say, “I am grate- 
ful, but I am not the type that 
talks about it.”” One wonders wheth- 
er Henry Van Dyke was not right 
when he said, ‘‘A dumb love is ac- 
cepted only from the lower ani- 
mals.’ A dog will show his thank- 
fulness by wagging his tail, but a 
man has a tongue with which to say 
kind and tender words of apprecia- 
tion to both God and man. 

Most important of all, let us bear 
in mind that God awaits our words 
of praise. Christ valued the words 
of gratitude of this man and missed 
them from the nine others. When 
He was in Simon's home (Luke 7: 
44-46), He gently rebuked His host 
for failing to show him the ordinary 
courtesies of the household.

BEST ALABAMA CORN 
VARIETIES SELECTED 

AUBURN, Ala.— The Alabama 
Experiment Station has found that 
the highest yielding varieties of 
corn in North Alabama are Neal's 
Paymaster, Douthit, and Mosby, 
and that the leading varieties in 
Central and South Alabama are 
Hybrid Golden Prolific (G. C.), 
Nels Paymaster, Douthit and 
Mosby. 

“Tt will be noted that only one 
hybrid corn has been included in 
these tests over the three-year pe- 
riod,” says a report sent to all 
county agents for release to farm- 
ers desiring copies of the station 
recommendations. A number of 
liybrid corns have been tested at 
Auburn during the last four years 
and during the last season at two 
other locations in the State. 

“It is evident from the results 
cf these tests that some hybrid 
corns are being developed from 
Southern adapted varieties and un- 
cer Southern conditions and that 
these corns may in the future give 
the performance in the South 
which hybrid corns generally have 
given in the Corn Belt. Until 
such hybrids have been tested over 
at least a three-year period sand 
their performance recorded under 
various weather and soil fertility 
conditions, their use may prove 
unsatisfactory. The seed of hy- 
brid corn for planting must also 
be purchased from the breeder or 
grower each year, 

‘It is planned that a number 
of the more promising hybrids will 
be tested at Belle Mina, Cross- 
ville, Alexandria, Auburn, Alice- 
ville, Headland, Brewton and Fair- 
hope during the 1941 season to 
obtain more complete information 
on these corns.”

COTTON BAGGING PLAN 


TO CONTINUE IN 1941 


AUBURN, Ala.—The cotton- 
bagging-for-cotton-bales program, 
calling for the manufacture and 
sale of up to 2,000,000 cotton “pat- 
terns” or bale covers, will be con- 
tinued during 1941, announces the 
Surplus Marketing Service of the 
Department of Agriculture. 

Under the 1941 program pay- 
ments of 15 cents per pattern will 
be made to the manufacturers 
holding approved applications who 
make cotton patterns according to 
approved specifications and sell 
them to cotton producers, cotton 
ginners, cottonseed oil mills and 
other distributors of bagging for 
cotton. Patterns must be either 
manufactured or sold before June 
30, 1941. 


COTTON ALLOTMENTS 
TOTAL 26,699,917 ACRES 
AUBURN, Ala.— Preliminary 
State cotton acreage allotments 
totaling 26,699,917 acres for 1941 
have been announced by the AAA. 
These allotments do not include 
acreage ‘increase to be made to 
growers under the minimum al- 
lotment provisions of the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act of 1938. 
If, as in 1939 and 1940, these 
preliminary allotments result in 
the planting of about 25 million 
acres, normal yields would result 
ir a production of approximately 
121% million bales.

METHOD OF CONTROLLING 


CATTLE GRUBS IS GIVEN 


AUBURN, Ala.—Recent experl- 
ments of the Bureau of Entomolo- 
gy and Plant. Quarantine show 
that cattle grubs or ‘wolves” can 
be controlled by the use of a wash 
containing rotenone, announces W. 
A. Ruffin, extension entomologist. 

Monthly application of the 
rotenone wash should be applied 
from the time the first grubs are 
noticed in the backs of cattle un- 
til early spring, he says. 

“For best results rain water 
should be used in making the wash. 
To each gallon of water add two 
ounces of soap and one pound of 
a dust containing four per cent 
rotenone, Ordinary flake laundry 
soap is probably the most desir- 
able form that can be used for 
this purpose. Dissolve the two 
ounces of soap and add the soapy 
water slowly to the rotenone dust, 
stirring thoroughly until all in- 
gredients are well mixed. Warm 
water is needed for dissolving the 
soap and if this wash is applied 
while still warm it will be found 
to penetrate the hair better than 
cold water. One gallon of ma- 
terial will treat from 12 to 15 
animals, 

“The wash should be applied 
slowly to the back of the animal 
and rubbed into the hair with a 
stiff brush, It is not advisable to 
use a wire brush but the stiffest 
sort of fibre brush is desirable. 
The brush should be used freely 


and carefully enough to be sure 


that the scab is removed from all

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Elba Farmers And Business Men 
See Potato And Livestock Auction 
Projects In Jackson County, Fla. 


By W. L. WALSH 

A group of business men repre- 
senting the Biba Chamber of Com- 
merce and several vocational even- 
ing class members of Elba area 
spent Monday in Marianna, Fla., 
studying the new copper skin sweet 
potato program as developed by 
the farmers in Jackson County, 
Florida. 

This was a very interesting and 
instructive trip which was enjoyed 
by the entire group. The farmers 
in Jackson County have what they 
call the West Florida Sweet Po- 
tato Growers Association. This 
Association was organized just 
about a year ago and a commit- 
tee from the group spent several 
days in South Carolina studying 
the sweet potato program in that 
state and they came back to Fior- 
ida with a car load of the copper 
skin variety sweet potatoes, 


During the past year these farm- 
ers have sold a large number of 
their potatoes on the early mar- 
ket, placed thousands of bushels 
in curing houses and are now get- 
ting orders for more potatoes than 
they will have to sell at $2.00 per 
bushel. 

An order for 200 bushels from 
a South Alabama town was tele- 
phoned into the office while the 
Elba group was visiting there. 

Some of the farmers are con- 
structing flue heated hotbeds and 
will sell early potato plants. The 
group visited one man who is put- 
ting in ten flue heated beds which 
will hold 250 bushels of potatoes 
and he already has booked over 
500,000 plants for sale at $2.00 
per 1,000, This same man has a 


_curing house which holds 3,000 


bushels of sweet potatoes, This 
is. a 20 by 40 ft. natural stone 
house constructed at a cost of 
$560.00. 

Inquiry was made as to the 
keeping quality of the potatoes 
and we were advised that the 
storage loss over the entire coun- 
ty for the past winter had been 
less than 1 per cent. The success 
in keeping the potatoes was con- 
tributed to using disease free seed, 
careful and proper storage, getting 
away from the old style un-venti- 
lated banks and by not using sta- 
ble manure in any form in bed- 
ding or fertilizing the potatoes. 

Then, too, every farmer treats 
his seed potatoes with the mer- 
curic chloride solution before bed- 
ding. 

It is understood that there will 
be some 70 of these flue heated 
hotbeds in the county this spring 
in use by members of the Asso- 
ciation. 

In speaking of the good points 
of the sweet potato program, 
County Agent Mahlone said that 
this is the variety of potatoes that 
the northern markets want and 
when we grade, select and crate 
a good product we don’t have any 
trouble getting a premium on the 
market, 

Proof that farmers in Jackson 
County, Florida, are turning away 
from cotton is shown by the fol- 
lowing figures quoted by Mr, Mah- 
lone when he said that of the 2,879 
farmers who grew cotton year be- 
fore last, 1,066 did not plant any 
cotton last year, 

Their program is based along 
the same lines as the Elba pro- 
gram in that early plants are put

out the last of March and early 
April and the potatoes from these 
plants are sold on the early mar- 
ket. Vine cuttings from these 
mother plants furnish the potatoes 
which are dug in the fall and are 
stored for winter shipping. Sweet 
potatoes stored and cured in this 
way may be shipped any time dur- 
ing the winter whenever the prices 
will justify selling. 

It will be recalled that a large 
number of farmers in the Elba 
area put out the new copper skin 
potato plants last spring and that 
several sold potatoes on the early 
market and those who have sur- 
plus potatoes to sell now are get- 
ting from $1.80 to $2.00 per bu- 
shel for what potatoes they can 
spare and neither can they sup- 
ply the present demand. A few 
of our farmers are constructing 
flue heated hotbeds and will have 
some plants for sale. 

Several good pointers were got- 
ten by the group and it is felt that 
we will be able to put over a bet- 
ter sweet potato program in this 
area by having made this trip 
With a new style potato vine cut- 
ter which fits onto a middle buster 
these Florida growers are able to 
dig their potatoes by running only 
one time to the row whereas be- 
fore most farmers make a round 
or two cutting vines and then an- 
other round or two plowing up, 
but with this new device they do 
both operations in just one-half 
round or one trip to each row, and 
they get very few injured potatoes 
in this way. 

While in Marianna the Elba 
group visited the Livestock Auc- 
tion Market there and was very 
much impressed with the fine mar- 
ket made available to the farmers 
in that section for their livestock, 
One day each week is set aside 
for livestock marketing and for 
three years this market has func- 
tioned one hundred per cent. Most 
times the stock bring 15 to 25 
points above the regular market 
end this has meant thousands of 
dollars in the pockets of farmers 
in this county. 

During one of the early years 
of the auction we were told that 
28,000 head of hogs and 14,000 
head of cattle were sold by the 
farmers at this auction, and it has 
been increasing every year since 
then, 

Much interest is being taken in 
a better livestock market for Elba 
and a committee from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce is now working 
on plans for developing some sim- 
ilar market on a smaller scale for 
Elba,

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Rural Families Join Town Forces 
In Distributing 16,000 Pounds Of 
Poisoned Meat In Rat Campaign 


The intensive county-wide rat 
poisoning campaign for the con- 
trol of typhus (Brill's) fever, and 
prevention of rat damage to prop- 
erty has been carried to every 
corner of Coffee County. This 
campaign was hurried through be- 
cause of the short period of 11 
days that WPA labor was as- 
signed, 

During this time, 6,000 pounds 
of lean beef hamburger, 2,000 
pounds of oatmeal and 30 bushels 
of corn meal were used up into 
bait, poisoned with 500 pounds of 
red squill, flavored with anise oil 
ond carried out by members of 
the county council of workers to 
about 110 distribution points in 
the county, selected so as to make 
kait available at a store, school 
or crossroads within three miles 
cof every farm family. Reports 
from 92 of the 110 stations list 
2,600 farm families by name and 
address who sent representatives 
to receive their share of bait to 
fight our common enemy, the rat. 
In rural areas the bait was deliy- 
cred to the peopie with instruc- 
tions as to its use, 

In New Brockton, Elba, Enter- 
prise and Kinston the poisoned 
bait was placed at each place of 
business and at each home where 
requested. WPA labor was used 
in New Brockton and Elba, In 
Iinterprise these same _ trained 
workers were employed privately. 
In Kinston, the High School boys 
assisted Mr. MecTyiere and Mr. 
Krudop. Some 2,500 pounds of 
hamburger and cereal were used 
in the towns in addition to that 
used in the rural areas.

The total mixture of poisoned 
bait used weighed about 16,000 
pounds, enough for 800,000 pieces 
of bait, each designed to kill one 
rat, 

At some farms all the bait was 
taken, showing that there were too 
many rats for the amount of bait. 
At some farms and stores the bait 
was not eaten, showing that the 
rats had easy access to food they 
liked better, 

It is important that at any place 
where rats still are, the fight be 
continued with poison and with 
traps. If the first bait was not 
eaten, we need to try a different 
kind of bait, The control program 
needs to know where rats are still 
found, 

In the towns, people still having 
rats should notify the health de- 
partment office or the police de- 
partment, giving name and ad- 
dress and, if possible, some state- 
ment of the type of rat. Do not 
notify about mice. In rural areas 
give the same information to the 
nearest school, Be sure to give 
address, * 


Notice will be given when more 
bait can be made available, Traps 
will be ready for distribution 
about February 25. A deposit of 
7 cents per trap is required. The 
use of the traps is free and this 
deposit will be returned when the 
traps are returned, Experiments 
are being made with cage traps 
and a limited number of these 
are already in use.
